The count of the vote for con'gres- 
sional nominees, so far as are 'com- 
pleted', indicates that five republi- 
cans, two labor union democrats and 
one straight democrat will .represent 
California in the lower house o-f con- 
gress. The successful

is elected as an independent Tepub- 
lican from 
a Santa Clara district. 


With nineteen hold-over senators and 
Shortridge, the republicans have 33 
out of 40 members of the senate. 
With 58 republicans in the assembly 


the republicans will have on joint 
ballot for the election of a United 
States senator 91 members out of a 
total of 120. 


COLORADO. 


Denver, Col., Nov. 6.—Nearly com- 


plete returns show that the republi- 
cans have elected their entire state 
ticket, with the possible exception of 
superintendent of schools and two of 
the three congressmen, and that the 
democrats will have a majority of 16 
to 18 on joint ballot in the legislature 
unless the republicans obtain control 
of the lower house and unseat the en- 
tire Arapahoe county delegation. The 
republican leaders frankly announce 
that they will carry out that pro- 
gram if it be in their power. In such 
an event the senate,; conslstiljg of 25 
democrats and 10 republican's, prob- 
ably will refuse to organize the leg- 
islature with the iouse and thus w.ill 
block the election of : a "successor'to 
United States Senator; Teller.' On 'the 
face of the -returns the house mem- 
bership appears to be 33 democrat? 
and 32 republicans, but the republi- 
cans claim that 'ith'e official count will 
reverse these figures.

for governor, over Stimson, (dem.) is 
about 6,000. Frankliri'E. Brooks, re- 
publican for congress at large, defeat- 
ed Alva Adams, (dem.) by about 
1,000; Congressman John T. Shaf- 
roth, (dein.) has a plurality of ab->ut 
2,500 in the First district, and Con- 
gressman John C. Bell was beaten in 
the Second district by Herschel E.

report upon tlie o-esults of his investi- 
gation, -along- the Alaslcan boundary, 
of certain stories which have found 
frequent repetition in late years to 
the effect that monuments have been 
discovered making the real boundary 
line between Alaska and the British 
northwest territory at a point many 
leagues further from the sea than 
the British 'have been willing to ad- 
mit. 


Lieutenant Emmons was selected 


for the work of inquiry because he 
was thoroughly 
familiar with the 


country in 
which 
the supposed 


boundary stones exist. 
He spent 


much of the paat. summer in the re- 
gion and now has reached a. conclu- 
sion. The state department at this 
time will jtot make the report pub- 
Hc. 


The inquiry is regarded as but one 


chapter in a long series of investiga- 
tions which have been going on for 
the past ten 
yeans under the aus- 


pices of the state department. It is 
said that the department Urns investi- 
gated promptly every mumbr bearing 
on the existence of boundary monu- 
ments which presented the least ap- 
pearance of plausibility. 


Lieutenant Emmons declares that 


he has not breathed a word of the 
nature of his conclusions to anyone 
except llic ufnciAib here in Welling- 
ton. 
Still it is regarded as a fair 


conjecture that he has mot found the 
stones reported to exist to be bound- 
vary .monuments, else the state de- 
partment would regard'it as incum- 
bent u/pon it to take steps to bring 
that faict 
to the attention of the 


British government <with a view to 
securing a .ratification of the present 
temporary boundary. 


Instead of doing this, the report 


lias been referred to ex-Secretary 
John W. Foster and Senator Fair- 
banks for their information. 
They 


are members of the high joint com- 
mission, which was charged with the 
settlement of the •Alaskan- 'boundary 
question, among many 'other import- 
ant matters.

cident without warning.

nothings, says Harper's Weekly. 
Custom and mouarchial dignity,

course, severely limit the number of 
things to which the heir-apparent 
and his younger brothers may apply 
themselves. Practically two profes- 
sions only are open to them—the 
army and the navy. But with at 
least one of these callings the future 
king is expected to ally himself. Bis- 
marck once sneered at King Edward 
VII., when Prince of Wales, as being 
the only heir to a European throne 
whom one would never by any chance 
expect to encounter on a battlefield. 
It Is true that 'English etiquette and 
opinion do not exact from a royal 
prince any very serious application 
to his profession; nor, however keen 
and1 capable lie may be, would the 
nation countenance his employment 
in times of waor. The Duke of Con- 
naught was vehemently desirous of 
serving against the Boers, but for 
"reasons of state," which the people 
thoroughly endorsed, was not allow- 
ed to do so. Those "reasons of state" 
are not likely to be held less impera- 
tive in the future, and one may with 
some confidence 
surmise that for 


members of the English royal family 
the days of active service are over. 
Their part in either branch of the na- 
tional system of defense must neces- 
sarily be passive and 
ornamental, 


though not on that account idle or 
useless. If we may apply to them 
the scorching epigram in which, an 
American officer proposed the toast of 
a regiment that did not volunteer for 
the civil war—"Warlike in peaice, 
peaceful in war"—one has also to 
admit that a prince who is thrust into 
the strict democracy of the services is 
getting an invaluable education in 
orderliness, self-restraint 
and the 


prompt discharge of duty.

Hesldes these latest additions to our 


navy live other splendid battleships a ro 
being bnlll. They arc the (Jcorgia, 
New Jersey, Hhode Island, Nebraska 
and Virginia and until the new ships 
were designed were considered to be 
without superiors. They are enormous 
In size, only equaled abroad by three 
vessels recently designed for <'!reat 
lirilain.

It is con- 
ceded by foreign critics that in the 
main essentials they arc -unsurpassed 
by Knropean ships.

machines—shears, punches, 


benders and
